A STATESMAN JUDGE. 


Or, Loudon Tells Some Unpublished 
History of Northwest Rebellion. 

A finely appreciative and illuminat- 
Ing review of the life and work of the 
late Mr. Justice Street is contributed 
to the current issue of The University 


‘of Torouto Monthly by ex-President 


Loudon, a life-long friend and asso- 
ciate of the deceased jurist. The ar- 


ticle contains some very interesting 
references to incidents in his life 


which have not hitherto been given 


publicity, especially in relation to the 
\mportant public services he perform- 
21 as chairman of the Northwest Half- 
breeds’ Claims Commission appointed 


in 1885. 


The mission of the commission was 
to make lists of! persons entitled to 
land grants in compensation for their 
dispossession at law by the Dominion 


when it assumed ownership in 1870. 


The Government at the time of the 
appointment of the commission was 
not prepared with any definite policy 
regarding the plan of allotment, and 
Mr. Street was told that the commis- 
sioners must do the best they could, 
and if the half-breeds did not come 
io to enter their claims no blame 
could attach to him or his associates 
Just at this june- 
ture, on March 27, 1885, news arrived 
at @ttawa that the smouldering dis- 
nt among the half-breeds of the

On the 19th January, the centenary 
of the birth of General Robert FE. Lee 
was observed with celebrations in all

After passeng through West Point 
brilliantly, he was attached to the 
personal staff of Gen. Scott, the vet 
eran commander 

It was in Mexico, however, that Lee 
won his first supreme distinction as a 
military engineer and a daring and 
gallant soldier. General Scott declar 


ed on numerous occasions after the 
close of the war that without the as 
sistance of the resourceful Virginian 


he could not have made such short 
work of the Mexican problem. In his 
official report after Chapultepec Gen 
eral Scott spoke of Lee in terms 0 
the highest appreciation, ‘‘an_ offi 
cer,” he declared, ‘fas distinguished 
for felicitous execution as for science 
and daring.”’

E. Lee. It is worthy’of notice alsc that 
General Scott never changed his opin 
ion. Almost at the close of his ow:

affirm that Lee was the greatest mili 
tary genius in America. 

Lee came home from Mexico crown 
ed with honors, covered by brevet: 
and recognized by all as one of the 
country’s ablest soldiers. His fame a 
an engineer had become international 
He received several invitations from 
abroad to enter the service of othe: 
governments 

In 1852 Lee, now colonel, was ap 
pointed superintendent of the aca 
demy at West Point. This was an ev) 
dence of appreciation which was es 
pecially grateful to the colonel! of en 
gineers. It was a tribute to his thor 
oughness as a soldier and an assur 
ance that his methods had attracted 
the attention of the war department 

To a man of Lee’s scholarly attain 
ment there could have been nothing 
more congenial than this transfer 
West Point. He was ever a student 
and the semi-literary atmosphere 0! 
the military school was more to Ih 
taste than was that of the camp. But 
fate had decreed that he should serve 
an apprenticeship at still anothe: 
phase of military life. After three 
years of service at West Point he was 
put in command of the Becond regi 
ment of cavalry and ordered to the 
Texas frontier, where the Comanches 
and their allies were exceedingly 
troublesome 

Here Lee remained, doing splendid 


service, until the outbreak of the civil 
war 

In June, 1465, within two monthe

I Wish to consider that one trial of

The accompanying illus- 
tration shows what I mean. Yov will 
find the portion of the cow's thigh that 
fe clipped is below the dotted line. 

With an ordinary pair of horse clip

If the 
thighs are not clipped and the long 
winter coat of hair becomes wet with 
manure we all know what a long time 
{t takes it to dry even If brushed off 
as clean as possible. 

This system has worked so success- 
fully and it takes such a short time to 
clip the animals that I clip not only 
my cows, but my steers. It is really 
wonderful how clean they can be 
kept with very little care when they 
are clipped in this manner. Besides 
this, with my steers, we clip a ridge 
two widths of the horse clipper right 
along the backbone from the tall head 
to the back of the head. This ts just 
the place, especially on the steers, 
where the hair, in a measure, Is stand- 
{ing on end and furnishes a splendid 
position for dust and dirt to drop di- 
rectly Into the hide. When the hair is 
cut short the slightest brushing will 
prevent the collection of dust and dirt 
in this manmer, and thus the steers 
have not that restless, itchy feeling 
along the shoulders and back. 

This system of clipping the cows and 
steers is practiced regularly twice each 
winter. Two of my men clip ten cows 
{in an afternoon before milking time, 
and I certainly figure that these few 
hours are saved ten times over dur 
ing the winter by the ease with which 
the cows are kept clean. 


Concentrated Dairy Foods. 

In experiments to determine the best 
forms of roughage for dairy cows wiong 
with concentrated foods the Pennsy!- 
vania station found that where grass is 
not available silage was best. Some 
dry fodder or bay should be fed along 
with the silage. The experiments 
show that corn stover can be used to 
replace timothy hay with excellent re- 
sults and a considerable saving of 
vost. If grown Ip a rotation, timothy 
hay should be sold and corn used for 
the dairy animals. Pure cottonseed 
mea) contains a larger per cent of di- 
gestive protein than gluten meal and 
is much richer In fertilizing qualities. 
It will in“most cases prove the best 
feed to produce milk and butter. As 
cottonseed meal is often adulterated, 
farmers should require a guarantee of 
42 to 46 per cent of protein. Wheat 
bran Is one of the finest of dairy feeds, 
but It contains only about one-third as 
much protein as cottonseed meal and 
often costs about the same per ton; 
therefore, the dairyman is paying 
three times as much for each pound 
of protein. If the dalryman is obliged 
to buy feed, the most concentrated will 
usually prove the most economlical.— 
Farmers Advocate. 


Weeding Oat. 

Whether the cows are grade or pure 
bred, vigorous selection must still be 
practiced. Iu order to select tutelli- 
gently it is necessary that accurate rec- 
ords be kept of the cow’s performance. 
We peed not know what the berd aver- 
ages, but we wust be able to pick out 
the poor cows that are bringing the 
average of the herd down. A man says 
he knows his best cow without bother- 
ing with the milk scales and the Bab- 
cock test, but experience on trying both 
ways shows that he does net always 
know. Frequently the cow that he 
thinks the best turns out the poorest, 
says Otto Irwin in Farm Btar

RECOLLECTIONS OF WORK IN 
GOUNTRY BY MR. CHARLTON, 


Settling In a New Home Half a Cen- 


tury Age—A Thriving Dietrict— 
Work On a eer Farm—No 
| Self-Binders en—-Cradied Three 


| Acres a Day—The Northern Clear- 
Ings—Reciprocity tn Work. 


I was born near Caledonia, New 
York, in 1829, writes Mr. John Charl- 


| ton in The Globe. My parents were 
| Beotch and Northumberland stock. 


went to Canada West, now Ontario, 
with my father, April, 1849, when I 
was twenty years old. With him were 
my three brothers and five sisters. 
en my little brothers and my- 
self parted from the rest of the family 
at Buffalo and struck out alone we 
anticipated a tedious journey. We had 
one span of horses and a single horse, 
with a lumber wagon and a buggy. 
We crossed the Niagata on the ferry- 
boat at Black Rock. Major Kirby was 
then the Canadian officer of customs 
at Fort Erie, and I had heard many 
stories of his strictness and severity 
In my load I had a barrel of sugar, a 
quantity of tea and some other gro- 
ceries, and I was in doubt as to how 
I might get along with the Major. He 
was very courteous and kind, how- 
ever, and in reply to my full state- 
ment of what ihe load contuined he 
informed me that all goods destined 
for the family use of immigrants were 
free of duty. An hour and a half was 
taken to make the entry and explain 
how the rest of the family and goods 
had gone up by lake steamer to Dunn- 
ville, and then up the Grand River to 
Brantford. After this, with kind wish- 
es for our welfare, he sent us on our 


baie 
tom Fort Erie we went along the 
mountain through Smithville and An- 
easter to Brantford, and from there 
on to Ayr, where we arrived in four 
days. We stopped for dinner and to 
feed our horses at Dolman’s Hotel, 
Ayr. The barroom was filled by a 
crowd of excited Scotchmen, who 
were discussing the attempt to close 
a road between Ayr and Jedburgh b: 
falling trees into it, and were filling 
in the pauses in heated argument by 
taking drams of whiskey. I could un- 
derstand very little of what was said. 
and had serious misgivings that our 
B8cotch neighbors, though sound Pres- 
byterians, would not form very con- 
genial acquaintances, a misgiving 
which happily was without founda- 
tion, as the sequel proved. 

After dinner at Dolman’s we drove 
around by Nithvale to our new home, 


.which lay one mile south of Ayr. The 


farm upon which we were to move 
contained two hundred acres, to which 
another one hundred acres was added 
within a month. After storing our 
load of household goods in the house. 
which was vacant and ready for our 
occupation, we drove to our father’s 
uncle, William Scott, one mile farther 
south, where we stayed overnight. 
Leaving my brothers there, I return- 
ed next day to Cainsville Landing, 
three miles below Brantford, for a 
load of our goods which had been left 
there by the steamer Dover. 

In the New Home. 

We were soon settled in our new 
home, and I was at work ploughing 
with the team I had brought from 
New York. Andrew Muir became our 
hired man, and a very efficient and 
industrious man he was. In a short 
time we had sowed a fair amount of 
oats and peas, and had planted po- 
tatoes. I had been used to working in 
New York, and understood the busi- 
ness very well. I found that the work 
agreed with me, and I soon became 
tough and seasoned, and could per- 
form all the kinds of work that I had 
to do with ease. The soil, it was easy 
to see, was an excellent one, and the 
prospect for an adequate return to: 
the farmer’s toil was so much bette: 
than it had been in Cattaraugus that 
I was highly pleased with the coun- 
try, and as I had nothing to do but 
stay at home and work I determined 
to be contented whether I liked the 
people very well or not. Fortunately 
we were not long in discovering that 
the neighbors around us were pleas- 
ant, intelligent folk with the virtue: 
of honesty and industry fully develop 
ed. 1 found no difficulty in being sat 
isfied with my surroundings, and we 
al) inade up our minds to decide that 
the move to Canada was a good one 


My father and almost im

Ayr at this time was a thriving, and 
not by any means an unattractive 
country village of perhaps five hundred 
inhabitants, surrounded by 4 pro 
ductive and a well-cultivated country 
The Scotch farmers understood their 
business and gave diligent attention 
to it, and our neighbors with scarcely 
an exception were thrifty, frugal peo 
ple, who were year by year reducing 
the debts upon their farms and add

After the spring crope were put in 
we turned our attention to ploughing 
the fallows for wheat. By the time 
thie was done, and the 8) tur- 
nips sown and potatoes dressed out, 
hatvesting cominenced. Ours was done 
in the old-fashioned way. The — was 
cut with the scythe, and hay 
taked up by hand. Mowi machines, 
horse rakes and patent forks were 
then unknown, and I mowed, raked 
and pitched hay till our hay crop of 
over fifty tons was all secured in good 
order. Very soon after haying the har- 
vest came on. The beautiful fields of 
red chaff wheat were a sight that the 
mountains of Cattaraugus could not 
tarnish, All the crop waa cut with 
the cradle and bound into sheaves by 
nd. I was accustomed to the use 
of the cradle, and could easily lay 
down three acrés a day. With a very 
moderate amount of assistance we 
ut our crop of sixty acres of wheat 
nto the barn. Then came the pea 
harvest; and soon after the oat har- 
vest. Both of these crops we cared for 
with our own help. At the proper time 
the summer fallows were thoroughly 
harrowed to keep the soil free from 
weeds; as soon as possible after har- 
vest they were pbtond jdges drive this 
work not being eompleted till after 
the oats were cut. Late in August we 
commenced on the third ploughing, call- 
ed the “‘seed furrowing,”’ which left the 
land as mellow as a garden. Between 
September 10 and 20 the wheat was 
sown, a half a day's thrashing hav- 
ing previously been done for seed. 
Then came the cutting of clover seed, 
the digging of potatoes, the fall 
ploughing. and the pulling and stor- 
ng of turnips and various odd jobs. 

As soon as convenient after the fall 
work was done our wheat was thrash- 
ed with an open cylinder machine, as 
separators were not then in use. The 
straw had to be raked from the floot 
in front of the machine, and the grain 
separated from the chaff with the 
hand fanning mill. When our wheat 
crop was thrashed we found that the 
yield averaged a little over twenty- 
six bushels to the acre, notwithstand- 
ing that most of the land was quite 
stumpy. Unfortunately the price was 
low, and the greater part of the wheat 
we had to spare, after saving bread 
and feed, was sold at about 56 cents 
per bushel. At this time Dundas and 
Brantford were the chief points for 
the shipment of grain or flour from 
Brant, aterloo, Oxfrod and parts of 
other counties adjacent to them. All 
grain for shipment had to be teamed 
to these places. After the Great Wes- 
tern Railway was built in 1854 Paris 
became our principal market town, 
though we still went to Brantford at 
times. 

Life on the farm was a pleasant and 
an active one. I was not troubled 
with a desire for dress, jewellery or 
ornaments. There was always work to 
do, and I found great pleasure in do- 
ing it. In the winter I allowed the 
others to do the work about the barn, 
but I did most of the work that re 
quired the use of the axe, which re- 
lieved me from doing chores and gave 
me more time for reading and study 
at night. The second winter after we 
came to Canada I did most of the 
work in cutting our own wood, and 
cutting enough mcre to pay for an 
open cylinder thrashing machine 
bought of John Watson of Ayr. This 
wood my brother George teamed to 
Ayr. In one of my years on the farm 
I lost but one day, and that was 
spent in fishing for trout in Cedar 
Creek, where my father and brothers 
frequently, or at least occasionally, 
went. I hed very good sport and 
caught a good string of fish, but it 
was not pleasant working through the 
dense cedar swamp where the stream 
ran, and I concluded that work on 
the farm would. pay better and was 
just as enjoyable. 

No Self-Binders Then. 

In 1851 we had a very heavy har- 
vest to take off. We had put in eighty 
acres of wheat the previous fall; sixty 
acres of it was op sod. The land was 
all summer fallowed, being ploughed 
three times, thoroughly cultivated and 
put in the best possible shape for the 
seed. The wheat grew rank and lux- 
uriant and when it came into head 
the growth of straw was heavy enough 
for forty bushels to the acre. When 
the grain wag jn the milk a couple of 
heavy thundh and rain storms beat 
the stalks do badly, and more than 
half the crop was either lodged or 
twisted by circular gusts of wind into 
“swirls.’” When the grain was ripen- 
ing a few misty, muggy days prevent- 
ed going into harvest, Pe when the 
weather cleared up eo that work 
could commence all the wheat in the 
country was dead ripe. The result was 
a sharp demand for harvest laborers, 
and as we were off the main line of 
travel from the Queen’s Bush north 
of us, where most of the harvest help 
came from, we could not get a man, 
and there was nothing for it but to 
o on with our harvest with our own 
16] We had two hired men and 
covld run two cradles with the neces- 
sary help to take up after them and 
shock up the grain. Andrew Muir and 
I did She ee Peter Bawtinhamer 
and my brothers George and Thomas 
bound after the cradles. Bawtinhamer 
was as active as 4 cat, and could take 
up after one cradle and help my bro- 
thers with the other. My father and 
younger bruther shocked up the 
sheaves and brought water and lunch 
With a determination to do our best 
we set to work: we were in the fleld 
in the morning as soon as the dew 
would permit work to commence. At 
wmid-forenoon a light lunch was 


brought to us in the field and then | 


we kept on tll dark. The work was 
very heavy and we averaged three 
ACTeS r day to each cradle in the

The 
of the hoof is of little import 
ance so long as the hoof is sound, 
fully developed, healthy and properly 
formed. The hoof is a scatlnuatiens 
of the skin of the leg and takes its 
color from that of the skin of the 
coronet and pastern. Dark horn ia, 
however, popular with many horse 
men. e hoot head should be prom- 
inent, heels wide, strong, not too close 
to the ground. The sole should be 
slightly concave, not markedly con- 
vex or flat; the frog large, healthy, 
elastic, free from deep ¢éleft, bare 
rominent. Small, brittle, flat, weak, 
ow-headed or great, spongy, soft, brit 
tle.feet as well as those that are not 
ably unsound should be avoided in se 

lecting breeding horses. 

The pastern formed of the long pas- 
tern bone (Os suffraginis) ainding 
from fetlock to hoof head (coronet) 
should be strong, wide and moderately 
sloping, not short, upright and stilty 
looking. The average draft horse in- 
clines to steepness of pastern and con- 
sequent stubbiness in gait. Very long, 
weak pasterns that bring the back of 
the fetlock too near the ground are 
objectionable, as they cause strain up-

on the tendons and detract from abil- 
ity to handle heavy loads. Too short, 
distinctly upright pasterns. are even 
more objectionable. They prevent 
springy, elastic action of the feet and 
by immediately transferring concus- 
sion from the ground to the foot and 
bony column superimposed thereon jar 
the parts and set up irritation and in- 
flammation, which are apt to result 
in such unsoundness as navicular dis- 
ease, side bone, ringbone, quarter 
crack, corns, contracted heels and 
kindred troubles. 

The bone of the pastern should have 
a slope of about 45 degrees and the 
front of the hoof 50 degrees. Upright 
soe induce stubby action, and 

orses having such conformation wear 
out quickly upon the streets. Springy, 
elastic action comes from oblique yet 
strong pasterns, and the feet under 
such wear well on the pavements. 

Where the quarter crack appears it 
is a difficult matter to bring down a 
new growth of sound hoof without fir 
ing and blistering, so that prevention 
is all important. There is no need 
to cut out the sole or ‘‘open the heel,” 
es it is called. The frog and heels 
should be left absolutely untouched, 
and they cannot be too well develop 
ed. The sole will take care of itself, 


| for nature will throw off dead horn 


as required. Keep the walls rounded 
at the ground surface, the toe short 
and the frog prominent, and, with but 
few exceptions, horses will go to mar- 
ket in the best possible condition, so 
far as the feet are concerned, to com- 
mand a profitable price. 

In this connection it may be added 
that sound feet are best produced by

Horn comes from the nitrogenous con 


stituents (protein) of the food, and for 
; this reason a complete ration should 


be used for the growing of colt frame 
and sound hoof horn, for corn alone 
cannot be depended upon to produce 
good, sound feet. Sudden changes of 
periods of sickness, exposure 
to inclement weather for months at 
a time, all have an injurious effect 
upon the feet; therefore it is impor- 
tant to shelter the colt well, feed him 
regularly and generously and protect, 
him as much as possible against the \ 
ravages of disease Train the feet in 
the way they should grow, and when 
they are mature they will not be so 
liable to depart from sound form and

Toad Superstitions. 
fuperstitions as to toads having been 
early inculcated, {[t has been exceed- 
Ingly difficult to get rid of them. One 
remnant of this ancient credulity still 


exists. It ts in regard to the absolute 
imperishable character of the toad. 
There ara well educated Americans 


who believe that a toad bops out alive 
from a siab of stone thougb he has 
been imprisoned there for several mil 
lions of years. We give in brief Dr, 
Buckland's experiments with toads in 
1825. He took twelve toads and had 
the tonds put in twelve cells cut tn 
sandstone, and over these he put plates 
of glass. They were buried In a gar- 
den for over a year. When exhumed 
they were all dead. Then some were 
put In porous sandstone, and at the 
end of a year a few were found “great- 
ly emaciated.” When buried for an- 
other year, they all died. Toads were 
Inclosed In wood, and: they all dled. 
The conclusion is that, deprived of at- 
mosphere or without food, toads must 
die. If a toad as a tadpole could have 
entered a crevice in a rock, it might 
have grown, but would have died in 
time for want of alr and food. This 
toad nonsense is so Ineradicable that It 
Is supposable It never can be dissi- 
pated.
